•Ihsop McCabe Paeans Away From At­ 
tack of Apoplexy. 
New York, Der. IS.—Bishop McCabe 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, one 
the best known clergymen In the 
tJnited States, died at the New York 
hospital at 5:20 o'clock 
Wednesday 
morning, He was stricken while walk­ 
ing along a street Der. ll with apo­ 
plexy, 
He was taken at once to the 
New York hospital, whore his wife 
and a niece were In constant attend­ 
ance at his bedside. 
His home was at 
Philadelphia. 
Bishop McCabe was bom at Athens, 
O., Oct. lf, 1S.16. He catered th.' Ohio 
conference of the Methodist church In 
I860 and two years later became chap. 
lain of the One Hundred and Twenty- 
second Infantry. 
He was captured In 
the battle of Winchester 
and spent 
four months in Libby prison. 
His ex­ 
periences as a prisoner of war were 
later recounted on the lecture plat­ 
form. 
For more than thirty years he was 
popularly 
known as “Chaplain” Mc­ 
Cabe,” and the title clung to him ever 
after the general conference of the 
Methodist church In 1896. 
Following the war he became pastor 
of a church at Portsmouth. O., and 
later was associated as assistant sec 
retary with the board of church exten­ 
sion. 
While engaged In church exten­ 
sion work he originated the cry: 
"We 
are building a church every day.” His 
success as a money raiser was remark­ 
able. 
He was a singer, and his songs were 
a feature of his pleas for funds. 
He 
was chosen chancellor of the Amer­ 
ican university at Washington in 19u2.

It is said that “ keeping eternal­ 


ly at it brings success.’ ’ 
T h is is 
true in warefare as w ell as in other 
things. 
For instance, if you w ant 
to get the best of the fight w ith 


the boll w eevil, fight him all the 
tim e. 
F igh t him now, fight him 


iii the spring, fight him in the sum ­ 
mer; never let up. 
L ik e any other 
enem y, the more persistently and 
continuously you fight him , the 
w eaker he becom es. 
One way to 
fight him is in the same manner 
that some 
people advise you to 
fight the devil, 
and that is with 
fire. 
The fact that nearly all the 


cotton crop in this state will soon 
be gathered affords the opportunity 
of going after the weevil early with 
fire. 
Immediately after the cotton 
has been gone over the last time in 
picking, the stalks should be cut 
and burned up as soon as they have 


become sufficiently dry to burn. 
Also the weeds and grass should 
be consumed with the stalks. 
By 
this method thousands of weevils 
will be destroyed while in hiberna 
tion. 
The destruction of the trash, 


such as weeds, grass, corn stalks, 
cane 
stalks, 
etc., 
in 
adjoining 
patches or fields should 
demand 
that the torch be applied to them. 
This 
work 
has been tested and 


found to be effective. 
Fight the 
weevil, fight him hard, fight him 
all the time. Then plant the quick­ 
est maturing and most prolific va­ 
rieties of cotton at the earliest pos­ 
sible time. 
In other words, fight 
Mr. 
Weevil all fall and winter, 
and “ beat him to it” in the spring.

Dimmitt, Texas, Dec. 14, 1906.—As I 
am not vary busy this evening I will en­ 
deavor to write a few lines to the old home 
paper. We are having tome regular spring 
weather since the big snow in November, 
which stayed on the ground about IO days. 
Some of our oldest citizens claim that the 
snow was IO to 12 inches deep on a level. 
I can’t say just how deep it was but will 
say it was deep enough for me. The snow 
was followed by about 5 days of rainy, 
drizzly, weather which made this sticky 
red land a sight to behold. 
However since 
it has dried off we are glad it came, as it 
gives us fine season for farm operations. 
Some of our neighbors have already be­ 
gun plowing, and our wheat is fine. 
I am 
pasturing about 280 sheep on my wheat. 
I have about 560 sheep in all. 
I think 
sheep and mules the most profitable stock 
one can raise on the plains. 
Hogs come 
next. 
Hogs would beat them all if we 
were sure of a go- J grain crop e v e r y year. 
I will tell you what I have in the way of 
hogs. 
From one sow, since Dec. 16, 05, j 
I have 6 good meat hogs, 4 June pigs that 
will make very good meat by March 1907. 
Sold one shoat for $5. one froze to death 
or was killed by the horses during the big 
snow, and the sow has 6 as fine Poland- 
China pigs now as I have ever saw-. I con­ 
sider that pretty good, but there are others 
in Castro county that can beat that as 
they are giving their attention to the hog 
business. 
All I am doing is trying to 
have plentv of pork and sausage, however, 
I think I can sell $30 or $40 worth of pork 
this year, have plenty to do me and save 
my 6 pig- for another year. 
I am yet as I was when I lived in Brazos, 
a strong believer in deversification. 
We 
farmers should always try to take some of 
the products of our farm when we go to 
town after our flour, sugar, coffee, tobacco, 
coal, clothing and other things that we 
are necessarily compelled to buy for" Betsy 
and the kids.’* When we can do this, 
we can 
b e 
an 
independent 
people 
and not until then. 
Now brother farmers 
let us begin to think and plan for 1907. 
Now is the time of year to prepare our 
lands for another crop; form resolutions in 
regard to our financial ope*-; . .ons, and I 
will say right here the most important part 
of my business each year is to watch my 
store account. 
The best th ng, I think, is 
for each farmer, no matter <>n how small a 
scale he may farm, is to tty to make his 
store account smaller and his bank account 
larger for 1907, and cut out the saloon bill 
altogether. Well as my letter is getting to 
long I will close by wishing the Eagle 
force and the people of Brazos county a 
Merry Christmas and a Happy New Year.

F I can't be at my own house,” 
remark cd a naval officer, “I’d 
rather spend the holiday sea* 
son on a cruiser or gunboat 
down In the Caribbean than In the 
greatest city of the laud. Fun? Why, 
you don’t know what fun is until you 
come to a celebration like the musical 
comedy given by the crew of a pro­ 
tected cruiser off Santo Domingo on 
Christmas night four years ago.

A O r e st J u m p e r Is T h is Strnm re r i f ­ 
f l e S p o tte d Jniinrle t u t . 
One of the most interesting animals 
of the new world and yet one of which 
little seems to lie written, even by 
sportsmen who have spent much time 
in Mexico and the Central American 
states, is tho ocelot, the strange little 
spotted cat of the dense jungles of 
tropical parts of the two Americas. 
They are not nearly so heavy as the 
average lynx of the eastern woods aud 
are Infinitely lighter on their feet. 
They run with the greatest agility up j 
aud down the almost perpendicular 
trunk* of trees and follow a crippled J 
bird out on limbs too slender, It would 
seem, to bear the weight of tho par­ 
rot, let alone the cat. Parrots are the 
ocelot’s principal food, and their hunt­ 
ing Is done almost altogether by day, 
though, like ' ll the cat tril>e, they are 
thoroughly at home In the blackest 
night. 
The parrots which they hunt fre­ 
quent the thickest of forests, coming 
to the ground only In the rare open 
spaces and nlong the banks of the 
many small streams where they drink. 
In order to follow' them It Is necessary 
that the ocelots be great junipers, and 
so they are. 
When I was following 
the hounds through the southern Cali­ 
fornia hills after wildcats and an oc­ 
casional mountain lion I was wont to 
say that the latter was the greatest 
Jumper on earth.

Poorer C ustom ers Said to Have to Pay 
Fourteen D ollars Per Ton. 
Albany, Dee. 20.—A ttorney General 
Julius Mayer, in the name of the peo­ 
ple of the state of New York, T hurs­ 
day began action against the American 
Ice company in the suprem e court of 
New York county for dissolution of 
the so-called “lee tru st.” 
Summons 
and com plaints were issued here W ed­ 
nesday night and forwarded to the 
New York City representatives of the 
attorney general for service on the 
proper officials of the company. 
The com plaint alleges as the prin-1 
cipal feature of a “schem e and ar­ 
rangem ent,” by which the company 
secured practical monopoly of natural 
and artificial output and distribution, 
especially in G reater New York and 
com m unities in that vicinity, th at it 
secured control of the Maine ice field 
and caused a reduction th ere last year 
of the usual harvest from 1,500,000 
tons to one-third that am ount. 
The 
other sources of supply are alleged to 
be sim ilarly controlled. 
The key to 
the ice situation in New York City is 
pointed out as lying in this com pany’s 
control of “ice bridges” or landing 
depots, by which means, it Is alleged, 
the company is enabled to fix the 
price of ice, resulting last sum m er in 
an increase from $1.20 a ton at the 
bridges to $5 and $0 a ton to inde­ 
pendent dealers, who are alleged 
be controlled by the company, and 
who supply retail trade. 
It is said 
th at by the tim e the lee reached the 
poorer custom ers it cost at the rate of 
from $10 to $14 a ton.
